‘but in the evenings the southern breezes come in from 
‘the sea, loaded with vapor, end giving a chill to the 
whole atmosphere. It is this change that prostra‘es the

Flaonel shoukkl be worn constantly| 
next the skin ; thus confining the bacly, as it were, in| 
an atmosphere of its own, whieh will be more uniform | 
than that around us, And this fractice should be} 
adopted early in life.
